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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant asserts that Quist and Adams, alone or in any proper combination with any of the other sited 
references, fail to disclose "wherein the diameter of the first section is smaller than the diameter of the second section", and that the 
configuration of the pole shank as claimed is significant. The Applicant has not established the criticality of making the pole shank with a 
diameter of the first section smaller than the diameter of the second section and, therefore, has not established that the differing diameters 
provide patentable distinction to the claimed device. 

Applicant also asserts that a change in shape may be "a matter of design choice which a person of ordinary skill in the art would have 
found obvious absent persuasive evidence that the particular configuration was significant". Examiner stated in the rejection dated July 
17, 2007, that it would have been "an obvious matter of design choice to modify the first and second sections of the pole shank". 
Examiner continues to stand by the fact that it would be an obvious matter of design choice to modify the first and second sections of the 
pole shank to create a first diameter smaller than the diameter of the second section. Three different design examples can be seen, for 
example, in US Pat. No. 4,410,610 Quist teaches a post that maintains a constant diameter, US Pat. No. 6,309,429 B1 Lund et al. 
disclose in column 3 lines 10-14 "the terminal posts have a slight upward external taper and are positionable into respective tapered axial 
openings of the bushings shaped generally complimentary to the terminal posts", and in US Pat. No. 6,440,180 B2 Iwamura discloses in 
Figure 1 the pole (5) having a wider base that attaches to the plate group (19) having smaller diameter parts than the wider diameter of the 
pole base.
